Downfall of Syngman Rhee and d After 


The fierce struggle which 
swept South Korea in the past 
several weeks had been brewing 
for a jong time. It was an erup- 
tion of longaccumulated indig- 
nation among the people of Ko- 


' rea againgt the misrule of Dr. 


Syngman Rhee, now ex-Presi- 
dent, and his henchmen during 
the past A2 years. 

The forcing of a bill for revi 
siofi of. the Constitution through 
the Natio#al Assembly in No- 
vember 1954 marked the start 
of his increasing authoritarian 
administration. It abolished the 
right of the Parliament to sub- 
mit a vote of nonconfidence in 
the Cabinet. It gave the Presi- 
dent almst all the powers of 
administration. The . President 
virtually was to hold the pre 
miership concurrently. 

President Syngman Rhee, 
thus, was given dictatorial pow- 
er. And the consequence has 
been the relentless oppression 
of his political opponents. 

A hew security law rammed 
through the National Assembly, 
again, gave him a more fearful 
weapon. By virtue of this jaw, 
he could ban a newspaper in 
Seoul which backed his political 
foe, Vice President John Chang. 
* Even prominent leaders were 
seized by Rhee’s police, impris- 
ened and tortured until they 
gave up, political activity. He 
even had an Opposition leader 
sentenced to death. 

The presidential’ elections 
which took place in March were 
considered one of, the last 
chances for~ that country to 
switch over to a real democratic 
form of government.

Madding Crowds 

On Monday, the President ap- 
pointed the nucleus of a new 
nonpartisan cabinet. He was 
reported to have agreed to 
transfer some of his power as 
chief executive to & Prime Min- 
ister after the proposed Cabinet 
responsibility system was es- 
tablished. 

But, by that time, mass dem- 
onstrations against the Presi- 
dent and his Government had 
plunged South Korea into a new 
crisis. 

In defiance of the martial law 
and heavy ‘reinforcement of 
troops and tanks pouring into 
Seoul, the anti-Govéernment 
forces marched through the 
streets of the capital shouting 
for Rhee to quit. College pro- 
fessors led the march. 

Madding crowds pulled two 
statues of President Rhee off 
their pedestals, and dragged 
them through the streets. 
Meanwhile, tens of thousands of 
people besieged the hillside 
mansion of the President to 
hear the offer of resignation and 
governmental reform from the 
President's own lips. 

On Tuesday, Rhee was com- 
pelied to offer to resign as Presi- 
dent—"if the people so desire.” 

On that same day, the Nation- 
al Assembly unanimously passed 
a resolution calling upon the 
President to resign immediate- 
ly. Among those who voted for 
the measure were many mem- 
bers of the President's own Lib- 
eral Party and those who had 
been his strong supporters. 

The resolution also contained 
four-point demands. They called 
for the nullification of the frau- 
dulent March 15 elections, the 
creation of a perfect parliamen- 
tary system of government, and 
new elections, not only for the 
presidentship, but for the Na- 
tional Assembly as well. 

Eater Hah Chung 

President Rhee’s political ma- 
chine had now crashed down in 
ruins. The aged leader Thurs- 
day left the presidential man- 
sion to move to his modest home 

re he was to live ‘as a pri- 
te citizen. 

Huh Chung, former mayor of 
Seoul, who had been appointed 
Foreigh Minister, took over the 
rule of South Korea on Wedes- 
day. Under the Constitution of 
the Republic of Korea, ff both 
the President and the Vice 
President resign, the Foreign 
Minister would take office. Now 


that Vice President John — 


had already resigned, this would 
naturally mean that Huh Caung 
would take office. 

He declined to be addressed 
as Acting President, but prefer- 
red Chief Minister, He confirm- 
ed, however, that he had assum- 
ed full presidential powers, in- 
cluding the appointment of new 
ministers and, supreme com 
mand over the armed forces. 

On the- day that followed, 
Huh named six additional nem- 
bers of his Cabinet. He had sat

+ In selecting new -ministers 
Huh carefully avoided those with 
established relations with thie 
political parties. It is needless 
to sav that none of the old Cabl- 
net ministers who res igned after 
the “Dloody Tuesday” ugpising 
were retained, 

The Chief Minister now has 
an extremely difficult role. The 
prudent course will be, of 
course, to avoid a long inter- 
regnum by calling. new elections 
for the presidents as sOOn as 
possible. Under the Constitu- 
tion, such electimns must he 
called within three months 
after the resignatio: of the 
Presideht am. t > Vise Presi- 
dent. 

The caretaker regime also ex- 
pects to change the Constitution 
to give South Korea a cabinet 
responsibility system of govern- 
ment with a Prime Minister res- 

ble to the National Assem- 

y. Huh seems to favor a Presi- 
dent-Premier system like that 
which exists in the Republic of 
France. 


Tensions on Border | 

One of the most urgent pro 
blems which require the Acting 
President's immediate attention 
must, then, be the reform of the 
hated national police “whose 
brutality was the main target of 
the riots which overthrew Rhee. 
Orders have already been issue- 
ed, the new Government has an- 
nounced, for prompt measures 
that will take the police out of 
politics, 


This step is prerequisite, 
moreever, to | the martial 


law. Huh ‘desires to end the mili- 


taty control as soon as ible. 
However, it wilt have to be re- 
tained at least until the police, 
now utterly. disabled, are re- 
organized and become able to 
perform their duties again. 

And-this is also n t 
secure order against possibie 
Coramunist attacks across the 
38th parallel. There is no rea- 
son why the Communists should 
not capitalize on the confusion 
which has paralyzed South Ko- 
rea. Lt. Gen. Song Yo-chan, 
martial law commander, has al- 
ready warned of “aimusual mill- 
tary activity” across the border 
int North Korea, 

Radio Pyongyang also was 
calling, on Thursday, for gen- 
eral élections throughout entire 
Korea, without any foreign in- 
tervention, to establish a “unit- 
ed government of Korea.” It 
was demanding the legalization 
of all political parties, free 


travel between North and South 


Koreas, and the setting up of a 
regime in South Korea repre- 
senting workers; peasants and 
people of various circles. . 
The urged all Ko- 
reans to gather under the ban- 
ner of “Antl-Americanism,” 
calling on the ROK Army and 
national police to join the ranks 
of the “popular rising.” It de- 
manded the immediate dissolu- 
tion of thé police system and
